PARIS, Nov. 24, (Associated Press.) 
—Premier Clemenceau’s visit to Lon- 
don early in December will give him 
an opportunity to discuss ‘important 
issues to come before the Interallied 
Conference and the Peace Congress 
with Premier ‘Lloyd George, Foreign 
Secretary A. J. Balfour, and -other 
British leaders detained ih England by 
the election campaign. 

Announcement of the Premier's in- 
tention to go to England follows the 
visit to Paris of Paul Gambon, French 
Ambassador to Great Britain, who i8 
believed to have acquainted the au- 
thorities here with the prevailing 
British sentiment on the main points 
under discussion. According : to the 
Etho de Paris, Premier ‘Clemencoar 
will go to Londan: on Dec. 4.. 

Many of the subjects to come be- 
tore the Peace Congress af@ tow in & 
formative state, and “it will be some 
time, perhaps a fortnight, before the 
regular sittings of the~ Interallied 
Conference are resumed, to arrange 
the preliminaries of the congress. In 
the meantime, none .of.:the British, 
Italian, or other foreign delegates is 
here excepting Colonel E. M. House, 
the American representative to the 
conference, who is confined to-his bed 
with ‘grip. Several members of his 
staff also are down with the prevail- 
ing epidemic. But those charged with 
the preliminaries are going ahead, and 
diplomatic circles are actively dis- 
cussing various phases of the big 
questions ahead.

There 
were three men dead in the yards 
and two.dying. In Virton, where the 
boches had 8,000 wounded, 700 were 
too ill to be moved, so the Americans 
permitted 12 surgeons, 100 orderlies, 
and 22 nurses to_remain behind to 
care for them.

Little has been 
heard since that time about putting 
‘into effect the decision of the Eco- 
nomic Congress, and the acceptance of 
President Wilson's third point by the 
Allies appears to substitute the princi- 
ple of the removal of economic har- 
riers for the previous one of exclusion.

Press.)—King Albert, haying’ been’ re-1 
ceived enthusiastically by the inhabit- 
ants of ~his’ redeemed capital, today 
made an important speech from” the 
throne ‘in “Parliament—his first utter- 
ance in ‘the capital since- almost the 
beginning. of the war. Near the throne 
stood General Pershing, reprofenting the 
American’Army ; General Plimer ‘of the 
British Army, and other Generals. The 
chamber was filled with members, and 
in the galleries. was .the.. diplomatic 
corps, including Brand Whitlock, the 
American Minister, who returned Thurs- 


.day to his post in Brussels. 


One of thé most vital points in the 
King’s address dealt with the question 
of suffrage for Belgium; and in this 
connection he said: 

‘The Government proposes to the 
Chambers to lower, by patriotic agree- 


ment, the ancient barriers and to make ; 


the consultation of the nation a~—reality 
on*the basis of equal suffrage for all 
men of the mature age required for the 
exercise of civil rights.’’ 

This statement brought a. storm of 
applause from all of the members. Re- 
ferring to the Flemish question, King 
Albert said: 

“The necessity of a fruitful union 
demands the sincere collaboration of all 
citizens of the same country, without 
distinction of origin or language. In 
this domain of langudge the strictest 
equality and the most absolute justice 
will preside over the elaboration of 
projects which the Government will sub- 
mit to the national representatives. 

‘A reciprocal respect for the interests 
of the Flemings and the Wauoons ought 
to be an integral principle of the ad- 
ministration, and should give to each 
the certainty of being understood when 
he speaks his own language and assure 
to him his full intellectual development, 
especially higher education.” 

In regard to the future status of Bel- 
gium the King said: 

‘* Belgium, victorious and freed from 
the neutrality that was imposed upon 
her by States which have been shat- 
tered to their foundatigns by war, will 
enjoy complete independence. Belgiura, 
re-established in all its rights, will rule 
its destinies according to its aspirations 
and in full sovereignty.”’ 

In speaking of the manner {n which 
the war had been brought to a. success- 
ful conclusion, King Albert referred with 
gratitude to the great efforts of all the 
Entente countries and “of the. United

WAR TAXED mis. 


Thirty-six Institutions Report a 
Deficit at Close of Year. 


The annual report distributed yester- 
day of the United Hospital Fund, which 
defrays in part the expenses of the 
free treatment extended by forty-six 
non-municipal hospitals of the city, dis- 
closed a substantial increase in the nutn- 
ber of persons able to pay for their own 
treatment. The report was rendered by 
Robert Olyphant, -Prestdent_of the fund. 

The total service rendered was 2,518,622 
** hospital days,’’ an increase of 147,672, 
The receipts for the year ended Sept. 
| 80, 1918, were $183,778.84, a gain of §48, - 
688.73 over last year. ‘The increase in 
price of’ materials and labor, dué to the 
war, however, caused thirty-six of the 
forty-six member hospitals to close the 
year with deficits aggregating $301,- 
431.36, with a result that some of the 


institutions haye been compelled to re- 
duce their free service 

The report said that the hospitals had 
met unusual demands in caritig for 
men in the service, taken ill in near by 
camps or in transit. The institutions 
have also treated many fecruits sent

SHORT RATIONS IN ITALY. 


Peace Adds to’ Difficulties In Feed- 
* ing the Population. 

Peace has ddded -to the food diffi- 
culties of Italy, ‘and’a new plan of 
rationing has géne into effect, details-of 
which were made public yésterday by 
the Italian Bureau of Public Informa-~ 
tion in this city. Dr. Felice Ferrero, 
the Director; said that while the food 
allotment to each person is sméll, he 
believes that the people will bear with 
the regulation as cheerfully inthe hour 
of victory as théy bore with the short- 
age when victory seemed far off. ‘The 
new rations provide seventeen: pounds of 
bread and thirteen pounds of other food 
for each person a month. 

‘The allotment)of food in Jtaly is by 
card,”’ said Dr. Ferrero. ‘The ration- 
ing is vigorously enforced. ‘Therefore, 
Americans who save that Italy shall not 
starve may know that every ‘morsel of 
food that is sent to Italy is apportioned 
equitably and used without waste.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The names 
of 100 soldiers of the American Army 
given up as missing as a result of the 
sinking of the troopship Otranto were 
announced by the War Department: to- 
day. The Otranto was sunk on Oct. 6 
in a collision with the P. & O.-liner 
Kashmir off the British coast. 

There were between 600.and 700 Amer- 
ican troops on board, and press reports 
indicated. at the time that probably 3872 
were lost. The muster rolls were lost 
when the ship went down and duplicates 
had to be sent to England. This ex- 
plains. the length of time required to 
establish the identity of the men lost or 
missing. A’month ago the War Depart- 
ment issued a list containing the names 
of 200 of the lost. Later a list- of seven 
lost was issued, 


or missing t« 807. 

Following is the latest list, with names 
of next of kin and emergency addresses:

Must Be ‘Careful That Demobitiza- | 
tlon Bees Not Spell Demor- 
alization, He Asserts.

One hundred representatives of the 
Jewish Welfare Board from all parts 
of the country met yesterday /at the 
Jewish Centre, 131 West Eighty-sixth 
Street, at the first annual meeting of 
the board. <A message of encourage- 
ment. from President Wilson was read, 
as well as cabled appreciation of the 
work of the organization from Marshal 
Toch ‘and General. Pershing. 

The reports of executive officers and 
others discugsed the demobilization and 
reconstruction program. Among the 
speakers were. Jacob H. Schiff, Ray- 
mond. B. Fosdick, Chairman of the 
War Department Commission on Train- 
ing Camp Activities; the Rev. Dr. John 
J. Burke, Chairman of the Committée 
of Six, representing the National Cath- 
elic War Council; Charles R. Watson, 
Fepresenting the Y. M. C. A, and 
Chester J. Teller, Secretary of the 
board. Colonel Harry Cutler, Chairman 
of the board, presided and read his an- 
nual report reviewing the work of the 
organization. 

In: his address Mr. Schiff appealed to 
Jewish young men, especially teachers 
and rabbis, to answer the call of the 
Jewish Welfare Board for field workers. 


Good Records of Jewish Soldiers. 


‘There have been no complaints on 
the behavior of the Jewish soldiers 
over there,’’ salad, Mr. Schiff. ‘It is 
generally acknowledged that they have 
made excellent records for themselves 
both in camp and in actual battle. T 
have no doubt that the. splendid show- 
ing of the Jewish boys was,:to a 
great extent, brought Be pues by the aon 
work of the Jewish are Board, 
which sent them over with the moral 
strength to do their full duty. 

“\his work is not over. It will hence- 
forth become larger. And we must be 
doubly careful that demobilization does 
not spell démoralization® Up to now 
the soldier had’ a tremendous impetus 
in the drilling and constant exercise, 
and in battle.

In 
clyfl matters they are more or “less 
just:to the, native and ready’ to seek 
‘the facts. Their faiiute-is due to their 
inbred cruelty, which they encourage 
“their . African underlings’ to copy. 
They rule entirely by fear, and cruel 
punishments are their means of 
spreading terror throughout the land. 
The German method: of governing 
Africans is cruelly inhuman and de- 
structive of the native’s self-respect ; 
it. is exactly designed. to make him, 
“and “keep him, the obedient slave of a 
Burdpean power forevet and « day. 

‘Many German officials honestly tried 
to alleviate the hardships of. forced 
labor, which was prohibited by law; 
but stockholders in the plantation 
companies had such influence with 
the Colonial Ministry that their efforts 
only brought trouble on themselves. 
Says the Bishop: 

- The penalty for a native who made 
a charge against a planter. that was 
not proved was a year’s imprisonment 
and at least fifty lashes. My observa- 
tion is that the penalty for provink a 
charge was nearly as bad, since. the 
employer took his revenge later'at his 
leisure. The ‘labor system assumes 
that a native has no private interests, 
no family, no. relatives, no domestic 
claims upon him, and-no. food problem 
of his own. He is @ solitary unit. able 
to hoe; and any German who -can get 
him may take him at any moment of 
the day or, night. * * ° : 

I am quite aware that some Ger- 
mans dislike this system; as some 
English planters assure me they ad- 
mire -it. It is none the less true that 
Germans, as an empire, approve: it, 
and Britens, as an empire, hate it. 
We must judge things on the average.

Many. natives. served. the . British 
Expeditionary Forces as porters, for 
hire.

-THE RESTORATION OF RUSSIA. 

The war was won in France and by 
the blockade. .. In. Russia it may be 
lost, . by failure to oust Germany and 
German influence from Russian . af~ 
fairs. A peace which permits Ger- 
many to retain a viselike’ grip on 
both the Government and the indus- 
trial: life of Russia fs a peace which 
contains the se@ds of militaristic 
growth, which may encourage another 
effort. toward world. dominion. The 
Treaty of Brest-Litovsk was annulled 
by the armistice. This was the first 
step. It now remains to complete the 
task of restoring to Russia the polit- 
ical and ‘economic independence which 
is her right. ‘This can be done only 
through the reconstruction of Russia 
socially, economically, politically. The 
autocracy .of Bolshevism must be de- 
stroyed and an opportunity provided 
for the self-expression of the people. 
Starvation must be ended and the 
means and avenues for the develop- 
ment of her natural resources pro- 
vided. A Government must be cre- 
ated which, holding its power through 
the consent of the governed, possesses 


Behind the Government, to enforce 
its decrees and to-protect it from the 
attacks of the’ lawless and the mer- 
cenary revolutionist, there must bea 
loyal, disciplined military force, well 
equipped and well supplied.- Only thus 
can Russia rise from the ashes of the 
incendiarism of the Bolsheviki. To 
this end we must give her every as- 
sistance. But we must have definite 
information to guide us. Force of cir- 
cumstances has compelled us, hereto- 
fore, to act largely on theories. The 
way is now open to ascertain facts. 
A friendly, rational Government has 
arisen in Siberia out. of the chaos of 
the past’ two years. If it is assisted in 
time, it may well prove one of the 
most . powerful guarantors of the 
peace which will be made at Vereailles. 
To obtain the necessary facts, a com- 
mission should be sent through Rus- 
sia, from Vladivostok westward, ds far 
as it can penetrate, to study the prob- 
lem from all angles. This commission 
should be headed by a man of wide 
experience in governmental affairs, in

Remarkable Tides on Nov. 18. 
‘To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Your issue of Nov. 19 contained this para- 





** The south wind caused an unusually high 
tide. Many of the ferry bridges were lifted 
until vehicles had to go up a sharp incline 
to make the boats, and in some cases the 
water flooded the ferry houses.’’ 

Your -isgue of the 20th reproduced a dis- 
patch from. Quebec, dated Nov. 19, which 
read in part as follows: : 

** Phe tidal wave * * *. swept up the St. 
Lawrence last night, causing damage. esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. Part of the viliage of 
Batiscan was submerged by the’ flood tide.”’ 

The.above accounts went on to ascribe the 
abnormal tides to the south and east winds, 
which, of course, had an effect, but there 
were two other - unmentioned causes—the 
moon and the low barometric pressure. 

The, moon was full Nov. 18, and it is a 
familiar phenomenon that, other things being 
equal, tides always run higher ‘and run lower 
at full moon. Frequénters of the seashore 
may have noticed that this makes’a dif- 
ference of, say, a couple of. feet as -com- 
pared with moon’ at the quarter. On the 
18th, then, wind and moon favored an ex- 
ceptional high tide. 

On Nov. 18 my barometer showed a sea- 
level reading of approximately 28.7 .inches, 
perhaps, with one exception, the lowest I 
have ever happened. to observe. When. the 
barometer is low—that is, when the air pres- 
sare On top of::the water Is. lessen 
weter, tends to flac.. “In support of this let 
ine, quote. from. William. M. Davis's book, 

“Whirlwinds, Cyclones, and  Tornadeoes,"’ 
where he speaks of this phenomenon inthe 
Bey of Bengal: 

“The diminished atmospheric . pressure 
about the storm centre allows the heavier 
surrounding air to lift the water, and for 
every inch that the mercury falls in. the 
barometer the water will rise a foot, * * * 
and if a strong tide conspire with these other 
cadases, a great flood is produced.’’ 

The same rule that works in the Bay of 
Behgal works in New York Bay, I should 
think.

‘Food inspectors have been instructed 
by the officials in charge of the enforce- 
ment of the Federal Food and Drugs act [ 
to inspect. interstate shipments of olive 
ofl, in order to prevent the sale in in- 
terstate commerce of cheaper vegetable 
oils under the name of olive oll. 7 
“Very little olive oil is now being im- 

ported, say the officials, and the do- 
mestic olive oil is not sufficient to sup- 
ply the demand. The abnormally high 
price of genuine olive oil has tempted 
unscrupulous dealers to mix cheaper 
végetable oils with a little genuine olive 
oll ands to sell the mixture labeled /as 
olive oil. Cottonseed oil, corn oil, and 
soy-bean oll are the principal substitutes 
used. 


Several seizures have been made and 
@ humber of prosecutions are now pend- 
ing in the Federal repo as the result 
of finding in interstate commerce prod- 
ucts labeled “ olive ot” which upon 
analysis were found to consist large 
O-' of cottonseed ofl. Cottonseed, corn, an 
'gsoy-béan oils are palatable olls which 
are not injurious to health and there 
no objection.to their sale as food when 
properly labeled, say the officials. Their 
sale as olive oil, however, is a fraud, 
' and their shipment in interstate or for- 
je gn commerce labeled as olive oil is a

act. The gale of cottonseed, corn, or 
soy-bean oils under the name of olive 
oil is also a violation of the laws of 
most States. State and. ciiy food _in-
